Re- 
garding them as among the most im- 
portant of village activities, they have 
proved most helpful to him and to 
the city government. They are al- 
ways on the alert for ways of bet- 
tering Newton. The city library sys- 
tem came in for its share of praise 
also by Mr. Weeks and the new build- 
ings for the branch libraries in Wa- 
han, Auburndale, West Newton and 
Newton and Newton Centre. Ho ex- 
pressed himself as being delighted 
with tho plans for a new library in 
Newtonville, on tho lot of land at 
Highland ave. and Walnut st., where 
the old Newton Club stood for many 
years, because it will be a distinct 
help in future zoning and will add 
to the material wealth of the village. 

George W. Taylor, president of the 


Improvement Association and also of 
the new library Incorporation, prosid 
ed at the meeting and by his choice 
of speakers and his remarks revealed 
that the committee appointed by tho 
Newtonville Improvement Association 
last winter had been active, they had 
met many times, organization steps 
had been taken, incorporation papers 
granted by tho Commonwealth, trus- 
tees chosen and soon the task of rais- 
ing funds for tho land and building 
would begin — waiting only for the com- 
pletion of the Community Chest drive. 

Paul E. Elicker, principal of the 
Newton High School, spoke njost in- 
terestingly of the growth of the High 
School library, which today because 
of tho increase in High School at- 
tendance is adequate for a school only 
half tie- si/..-, a now library, close 
to the school which would servo the 
school and serve tho community would 
ho a decided asset. As tho acquiring 
of Claflin Field thirty years ago by 
public spirited citizens of vision was 
a great civic project, so this library 
will he also.

MANUFACTURERS’ PAYROLLS INCREASE 

The state bureau of statistics in its annual report shows that 
the manufacturers of Newton have experienced a marked up- 
ward trend in business conditions. Payrolls for more than fifty 
such manufacturers have increased something over $350,000 
during the twelve months ending in July as compared with the 
preceding twelve month period. The statistics also reveal that 
local manufacturing is considerably below the peak total of 
goods produced in Newton some years ago although there are 
approximately the same number of concerns engaged in the 
production industry as there were in the peak year. A con- 
tinued expansion of local manufacturing is necessary for a 
continued increase in payroll expenditures. Increases in such 
payrolls are also necessary for an increase in the business of 
local retail merchants, as the greater share of local payrolls 
is expended locally. For the most part Newton business men 
are Newton taxpayers. It is self-evident that local business 
can only thrive on local patronage and co-operation is es- 
sential to the continued welfare of the community. 


TWENTY-FIVE YEARS SERVING NEWTON 

It is nearly a quarter of a century since the West Newton 
Music School began a special service of teaching music to the 
youth of Newton. Several years ago the scope of the school 
was widened and it became the All Newton Music School. 
With a staff of highly trained workers and with students com- 
ing from every village it is a logical center for music needs in 
the Newtons. The school has become a social agency in the 
highest sense, touching as it does the very life of the whole 
community. For the youth of Newton the Music School carries 
on — for those who need an outlet for suppressed longings — 
for those who need a chance for creative work — for those who 
long to store up a resource for future leisure time activity. The 
school moves into its Silver Jubilee year with increasing numbers 
of serious minded students. Looking back over the years the 
steady growth in numbers of students and personnel and in 
influence is indeed gratifying. It is vital and essential that the 
people of Newton realize that here is a centre of art and culture 
with a background of high ideals worthy of the support of all. 


UNENTANGLED AND FREE 

The advance of Italian troops into Ethiopian territory is a 
pretty clear indication of inevitable war, although past history 
tells us that the invasion of various countries by armies of 
another nation has sometimes been followed by an arbitration 
of difficulties with a more or less amicable settlement. In 
the present crisis, however, attempts at arbitration have failed 
to halt the start of hostilities and the possibilities of success 
in settling the problem involved by peaceful means, seem to 
be getting more remote every day. President Roosevelt has 
publicly proclaimed the fact that the United States must re- 
main unentangled and free from international difficulties 
abroad and that “the people of America and the government 
of these people intend and expect to remain at peace with all 
the world.” It is apparent to everyone that the threat of 
war is hanging over all of Europe and if the leading nations 
of the Old World become embroiled that it will be almost im- 
possible to prevent the United States from being drawn into 
the difficulties in one way or another. Let us remain unen- 
tangled and free until every means toward international peace 
is exhausted.

The traffic crossing on Beacon st. 
near tho Mason School lias long been 
a troublesome problem and there has 
been considerable agitation for a pe- 
destrian signal at this point. In an- 
ticipation of tho installation of such 
a signal ducts will he laid in Beacon 
st. at that point when the resurfac- 
ing of the street Is carried out. Word 
to this effect was received recently 
by Charles K. B. Nevin of the New- 
ton Centro Improvement Association 
from the State Department of Public- 
Works. Tho Improvement Associa- 
tion has urged t he installation of a 
pedestrian signal there but lack of 
funds in tho street department budget 
precluded undertaking tho project this 
year. The laying of tho ducts in an 
tlc-ipation of providing a signal will 
he done so that it will not bo neccs 
sary to tear up the street uguin af- 
ter it has been resurfaced. 


The appointment of an Auburndale 
man as regional director of airport 
development work in Massachusetts, 
Vermont, New Hampshire and Maine 
was announced by tho U. S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce this week. Tho 
appointee is Hervey F. Law of 27 Oak- 
wood rd., who is a graduate of Massa- 
chusetts State College with tho class 
of 1922. Ho has inado a specialty of 
landscape und golf course architec- 
ture and Is president of the Natiek- 
Wellesley Airport. His approval will 
be necessary beforo PWA funds will 
bo granted for pronosod airport proj- 
ects In tho four states. 


Professor Kirtley F. Mather, a 
member of the Newton school commit- 
tee and of tho Harvard fneulty. plans 
to tost tho so-called teachers’ oath 
law passed by the Mass. Legislature 
at the last session. Prof. Mather took 
the oath to support the constitution 
of tho stnte when ho became a mem- 
ber of the school committee. H* also 
took the oath of allegiance to tho Uni- 
ted States as a member of the U. S. 
Geological Survey and ns a reserve 
army officer. Despite these fucts the 
Newton Centre resident is being ac- 
cused of communistic tendencies hit- 
cause he feels that as a member of the 
Harvard faculty he Is not an official 
of tho government and thut is an en 
taring wedge In the regimentation of 
ull schools und other institutions in 
obedience to tho orders of State off!

Tho cornerstone of tho new parish 
house of Centenury M. E. Church at 
Auburndale was laid last Sunday 
morning ufter tho usual church serv- 
ices.

But, 
when workers for any candidate cir- 
culate throughout a city seeking writ- 
ten pledges, realizing that a large 
percentage of citizens have not suf- 
ficient moral courago to say “No”, 
such a method is contrary to the best 
principles of American democracy. 
Tho Australian ballot system was 
adopted here many years ago to en- 
able citizens to vote as their con- 
sciences dictated, and free from self- 
ish or pernicious Influences. If one 
has been pusillanimous enough to 
pledge, In writing that he or she will 
vote for any candidate, just to be 
obliging, such a person can redeem 
lii in self or herself by voting ns they 
really feel inclined ( to on election 
day. 


Lust Sunday afternoon we motored 
to Harvard to view the beautiful vista 
across tho Nashua River valley. Al- 
though the Rky was overcast with 
dark clouds, tho air was clear and 
Monadnock could he plainly seen. Be- 
yond Wnchusett tho sun was break- 
ing through serried rows of white 
and gold clouds. But, on our return 
trip nature provided one of the most 
wonderful symphonies of color we 
ever saw. As we traveled through 
Boxboro the setting sun broke through 
op?n patches in the black sky and 
lighted up hillsides and woodland 
hither and thither, illuminating acros 
of brilliantly foliaged trees which, 
contrasting with tho dusk of tho sur- 
rounding countryside presented ono 
of the most weirdly beautiful specta- 
cles we have been privileged to wit- 
ness. And, ns an added attraction, 
when we approached West Acton a 
huge rainbow appeared, looming ma- 
jestically against a murky back- 
ground. Wo stopped the car at West 
Acton village for a few minutes to 
gaze at the rainbow. And In the 
deepening twilight a second rainbow 
f ormed dimly outside tho more bril- 
liant arc. 


At tlie meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on September 23rd there was 
a discussion on the matter of taking 
land for a site for the new school 
at Oak Hill. During this discussion 
the three Aldermen from Ward 1 
stated they would vote in favor of 
the taking, but they explained that 
they did so in tho belief that next 
year a new school will he built In 
Ward 1 to replace the old Eliot and 
Lincoln Schools, in tho program of 
new and needed schools as outlined 
by the School Committee at tho be- 
ginning of this year a new school 
for the Franklin district was placed 
fi»st on tho list: a new school for 
Ward 1 was rated as the third most 
needed project, and Oak Hill was 


fifth. After Oak Hill residents had 
importuned tho Mayor and tho School 
Committee, their plea was acceded to 
and tho school at Oak Hill was 
Jumped into first place. 

During the course of Aldorman 
Akins’ speech Monday night on this 
matter, lie commended Oak Hill resi- 
dents for organizing an improvement 
association which was a vital fmtor 
in obtaining first consideration for 
their school, and ho commented that 
Ward 1 should organize n similar Im- 
provement association. This com- 
ment of Alderman Akins was quite 
interesting in view of the fact that 
there Is a Ward 1 Improvement As- 
sociation which was formed in Sep- 
tember. 1929. No attempt was made 
to enroll a largo membership in it as 
was done by those who organized the 
Oak Hill association. But. dosplto Its 
limited membership the Ward 1 Im- 
provement Association has been an 
important factor in obtaining a num- 
ber of public Improvements of con- 
siderable consequence for the district 
it represents. And it was not Inac- 
tive us regards the building of a 
new school to replace tho Eliot and 
Lincoln schools. In fact tho Ward 
1 Improvement Association had for 
several years urged tho Mayor and 
School Committee for this need and 
a predecessor of Aldorman Akins had 
been told that a new school in Ward 
1 would be given prior consideration. 
On July 1st of this year a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
was called by tho Mayor and at that 
meeting tho Mayor recommended, with 
the consent of the School Committee 
that tho Oak Hill School and an addi- 
tion to the Angior School comprise the 
new school buildings to be erected this 
year. The Aldermen voted in favor 
of tho recommendation and tho only 
member of the Board to speak In pro 
test was Alderman Guzzi of Ward 3 
who objected to the Franklin School 
project being sidetracked. 

The following Friday the GRAPHIC 
gave considerable space to this mat- 
ter. Under "About Town" wo com- 
mended Guzzi for protesting and com- 
mented that th© three Ward 1 aider- 
men might well have emulated him. 
At tho meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on July 15th a copy of a let- 
ter sent by Miss Julia Enegess, pres- 
ident of tho Ward 1 Improvement As- 
sociation to Walter R. Amesbury. 
chairman of tho School Committee 
was given to Alderman Akins and he 
read the letter beforo the Board la- 
ter during that meeting. Tho letter 
was a protest against tho Oak Hill 
school having been given precedence 
over tho new school to replace the 
Eliot and Lincoln schools. The read- 
ing of this letter marked tho start 
of the Ward 1 Aldermen’s open pro- 
tests regarding tho shift in tho pro- 
gram of new school buildings. It 
would seem, therefore, that Alderman 
Akins’ comment regarding tho need 
of nn improvement association In 
Ward I was not warranted.

Tho red 
cards and bookmarks are for the ben- 
efit of readers — to really protect the 
public from themselves.

There’s no use 
going into it und yet one wonders at 
tho failure of human beings to show 
proper appreciation. The red cards for 
borrowers aro issued with the hopo 
they will reduce tho percentage of 
lost or mislaid cards. When they 
first appeared people began to mako 
jokes about the library swinging over 
to the Left — going radical — and 
such. Thoughtful of the thoughtless, 
you might say, tho library authori- 
ties decided on tho present color 
scheme for cards with tho conviction 
thut It would he more dilllcult to 
lose the red one than those of pastel 
shades. 

Tho red bookmark Is Intended to 
save tho puges of tho hooks. So munv 
reudors go In for the dog’s ears offoct 
that tho library people think some- 
thing bhould be done to save tho cor- 
ners. Thus a bookmark is offered 
each borrower with the hope that lie 
will use it and stop mutilating the 
books.

Byrle Osborne 
Heads WPA Relief 

The recent termination of local ad- 
ministration in the distribution of re- 
lief under the WPA brings under one 
head the supervision of this work in 
Middlesex and Norfolk counties and 
Chelsea, Rovoro and Winthrop in Suf- 
folk county. Mr. Dyrlo Osborn of 
Brookline was named regional direc- 
tor of the Works Progress Adminis- 
tration in these communities known 
as District Two. 

Mr. Osborn has had considerable ex- 
perience in the handling of human 
problems throughout a wide career as 
a minister. World War test pilot, en- 
gineer and executive. Before his pres- 
ent appointment ho held an adminis- 
trative post witli the NRA as direc- 
tor of the Massachusetts State Recov- 
ery Roard in charge of alloting and 
registering 40,000 Blue Eagles through- 
out the state. At the same time he 
employed stenographers and clerical 
workers of the CWA and ERA and 
assigned them to duties with the NRA. 

In discussing the policy of direction 
of District Two Mr. Osborn expressed 
his intention of continuing the pro- 
gram of providing for all of the 30,- 
000 worthy relief cases on the govern- 
ment rolls and to add as many em- 
ployees as possible. He stated that 
ho aims to lift the burden on local 
agencies as much as possible and to 
put every dollar possible into the pock- 
ets of the worthy and needy. 

Although born a westerner in South 
Dakota he has lived for sometime in 
Massachusetts. Ho received his early 
education in Minneapolis. Later he 
came east and entered the Episcopal 
Theological School in Cambridge from 
which he graduated in 1917. Follow- 
ing bis graduation he became assist- 
ant minister of Calvary Church in New 
York City. In 1918 ho entered the 
air service of the United States and 
was assigned to duty testing flight 
planes. At the close of the war he 
became rector of St. Mark’s Church 
at Riverside, Rhode Island. In the 
fall of 1919 ho became chaplain to 
tho Episcopal students at Harvard 
and assistant at St. Paul’s Cathedral, 
Boston where be stayed until 1921 
when ho moved to Montana. In 1923 
ho resigned from the ministry and j 
returned to business, returning to Bos- 
ton in 1929. In the summer of 1933 
Mr Osborn volunteered his services 
as a speaker for the NRA and re- 
mained there until his present ap- 
pointment. 

Miss Marlon A. Joyce of Brookline, 
the newly appointed WPA director 
of tho Intako and Certification Divi- 
sion in District Two is a graduate 
from Radcliffo and holds an M.A. de 
groe from Columbia. Tho major task 
of the division is the investigation 
and certification of the 30,000 or more 
applicants affected in the transfer of 
the ERA to tho WPA. Miss Joyce and 
her staff of 137 social service work- 
ers and investigators expect to com- 
plete this phase of their work by the 
first of September. 

Following the award of her Mas- 
ter’s degree Miss Joyce attended the 
Now York School of Social Service. 
For the next few years she taught 
in soveral finishing schools but re- 
signed to accept an appointment as di- 
rector of the Emergency Work Bureau 
operated by tho Gibson Fund of New 
York City for placing unemployed 
women in white-collar jobs. In 1931 
she was appointed administrative su- 
pervisor in charge of a district under 
the Emergency Homo Relief Admin- 
istration of New York City. Tho dis- 
trict comprised over 13,000 families 
and entailed an expenditure of $25,000 
per day. Sho continued with this 
work until May 1934 when she was 
appointed to the social service de- 
partment of the ERA in Massachu- 
setts. A resident of Brookline for the 
past fifteen years Miss Joyce resides 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
H. Joyce, and a sister on Longwood 
avenue. c

Oxford Group Movement 

Represented at Geneva 


Those who attended the Oxford 
Group meeting at the Women’s Club 
in Newton Centre last winter will bo 
interested to know’ that the Movement 
is now’ represented at Geneva by an 
international team of seven hundred, 
soveral of them from Greater Boston, 
preparing the way for a nation-wide 
advance in Switzerland similar to 
that which has recently taken place 
in Norway and Denmark. Among the 
local people with the team are the 
Rev. Frederic C. Lawrence of Cam- 
bridge, Mrs. Charles L. Slattery of 
Boston. Miss Rosamond Lombard, 
Miss Olivo Smith, and Dr. Loring T. 
Swaim of Brookline, and Mr. Fran- 
cis Bradley of Dover. 

At a luncheon given recently by 
Edouard Benes, president of the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations, for 
delegates to meet the Oxford Group 
leaders, four hundred and fifty diplo- 
mats were present. After Mr. Benes 
had welcomed the team, several of 
them spoke, giving their message of 
God-controlled supernationalism as 
tho basis for world co-operation and 
permanent peace. Mr. Hambro, for- 
mer president of the Norwegian Par- 
liament, speaking on the advance in 
Scandinavia this past year said: “The 
results of the first Norwegian Oxford 
Group house-party were beyond any 
expectations. The work has been 
spreading in Nonvay ever since. Hun- 
dreds and thousands of lives have 
been changed. The influence of the 
Group has been felt in every district 
of Norway and is also spreading to 
Sweden. Tho Movement swept Den- 
mark in a way hardly credible to 
any of us.” ’ 

Considerable interest has been 
aroused in Switzerland owdng to the 
fact that the Genevese Socialist Gov- 
ernment has given snch a cordial wel- 
come to tho Group leaders. President 
Minger of Switzerland, in receiving 
some of tho Group leaders at Berne, 
recently said: “You are showing the 
w’ay out of tho materialism and self- 
seeking which have brought the world 
its present state of chaos .... and 
will make a real contribution toward 
reconciling the nations.”

But Press chairmen are cautioned 
that these instructions will be from 
the viewpoint of the Boston news- 
paper, and even in matters of form 
and construction other Club Editors 
may have different ideas, due to their 
experiences, and newspaper policy 
Since the Rules of suburban Editors 
may be quite different from the form 
accepted by th* Boston newspaper Ed- 
itor, Press chairmen should, therefore, 
learn th** Rules formulated by the Ed- 
itors of local Club Pages, and con- 
form to them, and not rely upon the 
instructions given by Boston depart- 
ments, if they desire publicity in sub- 
urban Women’s Clubs pages, as well 
as in Boston.

Visitors from fifteen other garden 
clubs, even from clubs located as dis- 
tant ns Kent. Conn., and Pittsfield. 
Maine, and from Worcester and 
Bridgewater, Mass., as well as flower 
lovers from Newton and the surround- 
ing suburbs, visited the second An- 
nual Flower Show of the Newton- 
ville Garden Club at the Woman’s 
Club House on September 26th, In 
which the Garden Club was assisted 
by t lie Conservation committee of the 
Newtonville Woman’s Club. 

Besides the varied and beautiful dis- 
plays of blooms called for in seven 
classes of the schedule, another group 
was open only to the men of Newton- 
ville. and it was in this group that 
the enormous Jane Cowl dahlias en- 
tered by Mr. George A. Edmunds won 
the Stnte Award for the best exhibit 
in tlie entire Show. The Directors’ 
room of tlie Club House, opening 
from Soclnl Hall, where the ir.atn show 
was arranged, was given over to the 
Men's Contributions, and as one en- 
tered this room, a largo oasket uf Mr. 
Edmands’s gorgeous bronze, ouff, and 
yellow dahlias immediately attracted 
interest and admiration. Most of 1 lie 
entries in this class were of unusually 
fine fruit and vegetables. 

The centre table in the Main Hall 
was made lip of Bubble and Reflected 
Bouquets. The bubble bouquet, in an 
inverted globe, is a new and difficult 
arrangement, and even though, to tho 
layman, those displayed seemed beau- 
tiful and artistic, the judges consid- 
ered none worthy of a first prize. 

A most unique plan for the Speci- 
men Zinnia Class was designed and 
executed by Mrs. Carl W. Somers. A 
long table covered with brown peat 
moss and marked into diamonds by 
single lines of evergreen was made to 
represent the Friendship pattern of a 
patchwork quilt. Arranged alternate- 
ly in the diamonds was a zinnia leaf 
or a specimen bloom, the whole tabic 
presenting a very attractive and orig- 
inal effect. 

The stage, designed as an Heitf) Gar- 
den by Harriette Patey Long und ex- 
ecuted by Mrs. Horace P. Coleman and 
her committee, attracted much atten- 
tion. Paths were laid out so that 
those interested might study at close 
range the forty-seven varieties of la- 
belled herbs, several of them in flow- 
er. Some of the common garden 
plants recognized for the first time by 
many as herbs were shown in this 
particular class. At one end of the 
garden was an old English bee-skep. 
a rarity in this country. Along the 
wall was an espalier-trained apple 
tree, and these features with a sun 
dial and a garden bench completed 
a realistic garden at the front of the 
hall. 

At one side of the room, Tussle- 
Mussies (small bouquets of small 
flowers and herbs) were made up and 
sold by Mrs. Horace W. Orr and Mrs. 
Alfred Ziegler, the first president of 
the Garden Club, and from 2 to 5 
o’clock lea was served by Mrs. P. B 
Howard and her committee. 

During the afternoon. Mr. Paul 
Dempsey, of the Field Station of the 
Massachusetts State College at Wal- 
tham, conducted a large group from 
table to table, explaining from a 
judge’s standpoint, the good and fuul 
ty features of many of the entries, 
thereby giving much assistance and 
information to future exhibitors. Mr. 
Dempsey, with Mrs. Frank A. Day, Jr. 
of Newton, and Mrs. Frederick Rising, 
of Newton Centre, acted as judges. 

The president of the Garden Club, 
Mrs. Walter S. Adams, with Mrs. Hor- 
ace P. Coleman, chairman of the Con-

Europe, we are led to believe that tha 
mirnl of men will never cense to think 
of war. It would seem that only 
women can end war.” 

She suggested very strongly educa- 
tion in governmental technique and 
diplomatic training. At a National 
University, such as she suggested, she 
said, young men and women could be 
properly trained. 

Mrs. Lawson urged clubwomen to 
keep their eyes on activities in Wash- 
ington, recommended thorough study 
of all hills coming before the next ses- 
sion of Congress, and specified, in par- 
ticular, a study of the new Security 
Act. 

Her discussion of motor laws and 
of her experiences crossing the coun- 
try from Oklahoma to Rhode Island 
was one of the hits of her address. A 
concerted effort for more uniformity 
in motor laws and highway signals 
throughout the United States is ono 
of the new measures to be launched 
under the auspices of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs in Oc- 
tober, she declared, us the result of 
her painful experiences. 

"I am probably the first president of 
the General Federation to drive her 
own car,” said Mrs. Lawson, “and I 
havo just come on to Federation Head- 
quarters in Washington from the 
West, driving through twelve States, 
and finding in that trip its many dif- 
ferent kinds of signals. 

“Every State had different driving 
regulations, with tho result that I 
would hear behind me whistles blown, 
and be stopped by officials who told 
me 1 hud violated some regulation 
which I could not possibly have known 
about, when ever I went into a new 
Stute. 

“In October we shall set up an or- 
ganization on Safety in the Federa- 
tion, with a special chairman for tliut 
department. There should be some 
universal system of signals for driv- 
ing throughout the country, which will 
he a grout help in avoiding accidents 
that are caused by the present differ- 
ences." 

The presence of Mrs. Luwson at the 
Convention wus the highlight of the 
event, and attracted about 700 club 
leaders from the New Englund States, 


including a representation of several 
hundred from Massachusetts. Among 
these were Mrs. Henry W. Hildreth 
and Mrs. David A. Westcott, two of 
the State vice-presidents. Massachu- 
setts clubwomen regretted it greatly 
that Mrs. Walker, their state presi- 
dent, was not present. 

The evening reception and banquet 
in Mrs. Lawson’s honor were marked 
by gaiety, and she was presented with 
a handsome petit point handbag by 
the Rhode Island Federation. Mrs. 
Frederick Glazier Smith, Conference 
chairman, who presided at the meet- 
ings, and Mrs. La Fell Dickinson, Gen- 
eral Federation treasurer, were pre- 
sented with jewelled bracelets, and the 
New England presidents with jewelled 
pendants. Others at the head table 
received jewelled clips. 

Mrs. Omeron H. Coolidge of Ver- 
mont, a former chairman of the N. E. 
Conference, gave the invocation, and 
Mrs. Henry M. Cushman, veteran 
past Conference chairman, was toast- 
master. introducing the presidents of 
the State Federations who responded 
to the subject “Our Pioneer Women.” 
Mrs. Henry W. Hildreth, second vice- 
president of tile Massachusetts Feder- 
ation, gave the speech in place of Mrs. 
Thomas J. Walker, the president, who 
was not able to attend the Conven- 
tion, on account of illness. 

Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, of Wollas- 
ton, beloved by Massachusetts club- 
women, a former chairman of the New 
England Conference and a past pres- 
ident of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion. spoke Wednesday afternoon. 

Mrs. H. A. Mayforth, of Vermont, 
chairman of Art, announced the com- 
piling of a list of all historic houses, 
museums and art centers of New Eng- 
lund. 

Miss Phoebe Lee Hosmer, of Mass- 
achusetts, Literature chairman, urged 
clubs to establish club llbruries. Mrs. 
William C’. Chapman, of New Hamp- 
shire. Music chairman, recommended 
that clubs “be very particular about 
what music is put into the schools.” 

"A square deal for New England can 
be secured by strict udherenco to the 
Constitution of the United Stutes” 
wus the statement made by Walluce E 
Stearns, of Boston, State chulrmun of 
the Young Republicans of Massachu- 
setts. known as the Yankee Minute 
Men, one of the speakers at the uf- 
ternoou meeting. He discussed “New 
England — Today and Tomorrow.” 


"These are days that demand cour- 
age, vision and vigor,” said Mr 
Stearns, “These are times that chal 
lenge the best that we have in re- 
sources and in ability. Yankee Min 
ute Men are dedicated to work cease- 
lessly to promote all of our institu- 
tions and all worthwhile that today 
exists in these New England States. 

“Back of all the difficulties of these 
times and Hie perplexities that con- 
front us lies the fact that we havo 
long been astray from the fundamen- 
tals or religion and character that 
were such vital factors in all worth- 
while activities in New England 
throughout our history. No nation 
or part of a nation can grow truly 
great through material progress alone. 
We must exchange the policy of mere 
grabbing for true service to our fel- 
lowmen. 

"You are molders of the destinies 
of those who will carry on for New 
England. You can educate all with 
whom you come in contact in the im- 
portance of practicing the Golden 
Rule. 

“We have the great opportunity of 
helping in the eventual solution of 
these problems by doing our share 
in our home towns to raise the stan- 
dards of human .conduct in every 
phase of activity with which wo come 
in contact. As we do this we are 
shaping the destiny of the tomorrow 
of New England by acting in the to- 
day,” said Mr. Stearns in conclusion. 

At a "Rhode Island dinner” on 
Tuesduy evening, the 24th, the first 
of two major social events on the 
three-day program, tho women of New 
England were urged by Governor The- 
odore Francis Green and by Mayor 
James E. Dunne to become active cru- 
saders and make their influence felt 
in the affairs of state and nation. 

“Do not be satisfied merely witli 
casting ballots,” he told the delegates, 
“lie crusaders, initiators, reformers." 

Ho exhorted the women "to see to 
it tliut your Government, he it State 
or local, does not let its touchers go 
underpaid while it fritters money 
away on foolish or far less necessary 
matters." 

Along this same line of thought was 
tlie address ut the closing session on 
Thursday, the 26th, by Dr. Luther Hal- 
sey Gullck, Professor of Municipal 
Government ut Coiumbiu. 

The importance of a trained per- 
souuel in city government wus empha-

Delay Met in 
Building of Oak 

Hill School 


The orders passed by the Board of 
Aldermen at Its last meeting author 
izing a bond issue of $225,000 to 
finance in part the construction of the 
new school at Oak Hill and the addi- 
tion to the Angler School, have been 
vetoed by Mayor Weeks. His reason 
for doing so Is the failure of the Fed 
eral Government to approve grants 
for these two school projects. A 
PWA grant of $169,000 for the exten- 
sion of the Chnrlemont sewer to Oak 
Hill was allotted, but grants for the 
two school projects failed to receive 
the approval of PWA officials at Wash- 
ington. Massachusetts cities and 
towns sent 340 applications for PWA 
grants and out of this number only 
about 150 were allotted. In the hope 
that there is still a chance to obtain 
an allocation for t ho Oak Hill school. 
Mayor Weeks will recommend to the 
Board of Aldermen on next Monday 
night that a new order be passed 
which will authorize the building of 
the Oak Hill school ns a PWA project. 

The estimated cost of the school is 
about $225,000. Should the Federal 
government refuse to largely finance 
the proposed school building through 
a PWA grant, the building of the 
structure would be indefinitely post- 
poned unless the city would bear the 
entire cost. Should the Mayor and 
the Aldermen later decide to do this, 
action by the Legislature would be 
necessary to conform to State Laws 
This would delay until next year any 
start on the building of the school.

Aldermen 

Appropriate 
Much Money 


Appropriations totalling nearly 
three quarters of a million dollars 
were made by the Board of Aldermen 
at the meeting on Monday night. 
These included $376,336.93 for a con- 
tinuation of the sewer from the Charle- 
mont district at Newton Upper Falls 
to the site of the new school at Oak 
Hill; $28,370 to rebuild about 2200 
feet of the sewer which was built 
at Upper Falls some months ago. and 
which collapsed; $200 for a water main 
in Richfield rd.; $223,000 for the new 
school at Oak Hill and $2000 for the 
land at this school site; $2500 for ad- 
ministrative expenses on ERA and 
WPA work in Newton: $15,000 for 
Welfare aid to poor; $3000 for moth- 
ers’ aid: $119.14 for interest on water 
bonds; $2500 for workmen's compen- 
sation; $225 for Health Department 
automobile expense: $125 for office 
oxpensos of the Assessing Depart 
ment; $20,000 for construction of wa- 
ter mains. 

Bond issues were authorized to fi- 
nance the projects for which the large 
appropriations were made. In con- 
nection with the work of rebuilding 
the sewer at Upper Falls an issue of 
$30,000 was authorized: and to fi- 
nance the Oak Hill School, a $225,- 
000 bond issue, and for the new sewer 
project a $250,000 issue. The sewer 
extension from Charlemont to Oak 
Hill will be about 9000 feet long. 
Metcalf & Eddy have been engaged 
as consultant engineers for this proj- 
ect. A Federal grant of $169,000 has 
been allotted to help finance the cost 
of this section of sewer.

Mayor to Control 

Beano Parties 

Persons who conduct Beano par- 
ties in Newton hereafter will he re- 
quired to have a permit issued by the 
Mayor of the city. This is in accord- 
ance with the law and the police have 
la*en instructed to prevent the play- 
ing of Beano and all similar games 
unless written permission has been 
obtained from the Mayor’s office. This 
was in accordance with an announce- 
ment made today at the Executive of- 
fices at City Hall. 

Up to the present time Beano par- 
ties have been conducted without per- 
mit. because of the fact that they have 
been infrequent and conducted on a 
small scale. Recently they have be- 
come so numerous and complaints 
have been received as to irregulari- 
ties with a result that it was decided 
to regulate the conduct of such 
games by the issuance of permits. 

Under the law the game of Beano, 
or substantially the same game under 
another name, in connection with 
which prizes are offered to be won by 
chance, may be played provided that 
the proceeds of such games are do- 
nated solely to charitable, civic, ed- 
ucational, fraternal or religious pur- 
poses under a license to be granted 
by the Mayor of the city, upon such 
terms as the Mayor may prescribe.

Hearing At City 
Hall on Changes 
In Ward Lines 

Next Monday, Wednesday and 
Friday Nights 

Next Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day nights, October 14, 16 and 18 pub- 
lic hearings will be held at Newton 
City Hall at 7:45 p. m. to discuss the 
proposed redistricting of Ward lines 
in Newton. These changes have been 
suggested by Alderman Colby of Ward 
7 and details were printed in the 
NEWTON GRAPHIC on September 13. 

Briefly, the most drastic change 
would be the merging of Precinct 2 
"d Ward 1 and part of Precinct 1 of 
that Ward with Ward 7. Most of 
Precinct 1 of Ward 1, (Nonantum) 
would be added to Ward 2. That 
part of present Ward 2 west of Low- 
ell ave. and South of Washington st. 
would be shifted to W'ard 3. That 
part of Ward 3 bounded by Cherry 
st. on the East, River st. on the South 
and the Waltham line on the North 
would be shifted to Ward 4. A small 
section of Ward 4 contiguous to Wa- 
ban and South of Washington st. 
would be shifted to Ward 5. Ward 6 
would remain largely as it is. A new 
Ward 7 would be created which would 
include Newton Upper Falls and the 
area south of Boylston st. now includ- 
ed in Ward 5. 

On Monday night the hearing will 
bo on the proposed changes in Wards 
1. 2 and 7. On Wednesday night the 
changes in Wards 3 and 4 will be dis- 
cussed. On Friday night the hearing 
will be on changes in Wards 5 and 6.

INCREASE THE NUMBER OF WARDS 

On three evenings next week, Monday, Wednesday and Fri- 
day, the legislative committee of the Board of Aldermen will 
hold public hearings at city hall on the matter of changing ward 
lines. There seems to be little disagreement of the desirability of 
changing the ward lines in order to provide a better balanced 
representation of the various sections of the city. At present, 
as we have previously stated on several occasions, the two 
wards on the south side of the city with nearly twice as many 
voters as in the two wards on the north side of the city have 
but half the representation of the other wards. The first ques- 
tion the voters of Newton and the legislative committee will 
have to decide is whether or not seven wards is sufficient or 
whether it might not be more desirable to increase the number 
of wards. 

Since the present form of government was adopted in New- 
ton some forty years ago there have been seven wards. The 
population in that time has grown tremendously and the con- 
tinued growth has meant that each alderman or school com- 
mittee member represents a larger and more widely spread con- 
stituency. The normal course of sound government is to provide 
fQr growth by an increase in the number of wards. 

Furthermore, a continuance of the seven-ward set-up means 
that some of the present wards must be consolidated in order 
to provide for additional representation from the south side of 
the city. Any such consolidation will unquestionably meet with 
a certain amount of objection from those sections of the city 
where consolidation is necessary. Provisions for an increase in 
the number of wards will mean less change in the character of 
the present wards than is brought about by a consolidation 
or changes for a new seven-ward set-up. 

We have previously suggested a nine ward plan which we 
feel has considerable merit and which provides for no in- 
crease in the membership of the Board of Aldermen and but 
two additional members of the school committee. It is our 
belief that Newton has grown sufficiently to make a nine ward 
plan preferable to the seven ward plan and that it must be 
readily conceded that revamping of the present seven ward 
condition at the present time will need attention in the future 
much sooner than the introduction of a nine ward plan. 

We believe that the legislative committee has made a mis- 
take in deciding to hold the hearings on this important question 
at city hall instead of conducting hearings in various parts 
of the city. There are many wno would doubtless express their 
views, make valuable suggestions or point out various weak- 
nesses of the proposals that will be under discussion were 
hearings held locally and the committee should do its utmost 
to obtain all available information. However, with the hear- 
ings scheduled u> tak^ place at city hall we can only urge that 
interested citizens make it a point .o attend and give their 
views on the problem of new ward lines. 


CONTROL OF SENATE AT STAKE 

(Jitizens throughout the state are watching with much interest 
the coming special election in the second Essex Senatorial 
District next Tuesday when the existing vacancy in the State 
Senate will be filled. With Governor Curley having succeeded 
in attempts to control the Boston Finance Commission and the 
Governor’s Council the results of Tuesday’s election will de- 
termine the control of the State Senate during the legislative 
session of 1936. The 1934 elections gave the republicans a 
membership of twenty-one as against nineteen for the Demo- 
crats with the resulting election of Senator James G. Moran as 
president by the unanimous vote of Democratic members and 
onejiepublican vote. Should the Democratic candidate win in 
Tuesday’s contest the Senate will be virtually controlled by the 
Governor while the election of a Republican will make it pos- 
sible for the Republican members to block undesirable legisla- 
tion similar to laws of such character that were enacted last 
spring and summer.

Last July thirtieth, 
young Dow, who graduated from the 
Newton High School in June, uiul is 
now a student at Deerfield Academy, 
rescued two young men from drown- 
ing a half mile off the shore at Humu- 
rock Beach. The pair were caught 
by the undertow while swimming in 
a choppy sea. The rescue by Dow, 
according to observers, was one of 
the most thrilling of the summer ut 
local heachos. The Mass. Humane 
Society Interested itself in the hero- 
ism of the Newton lad who is only 
seventeen years old and arranged for 
the presentation of the modal. The 
award is of bronze* suitably engraved 
with the youth's name and date of 
the during rescue.

Of Woman’s College 

Massachusetts clubwomen especially 
will be interested to know that Mrs. 
Grace Morrison Poole, retired presi 
dent of the General Federation of 
Women's CluJjs. was appointed dean 
of Stoneleigh College for young ' 
women at Rye Beach, New Harnp- 
hire, just before she sailed for Europe 
on the Scythia, on Saturday. Augu.-t i 
31st. Mrs. Poole returned to Boston 
on October 7th and will take up her 
position as dean of Stoneleigh on Oc- 
tober 10th. While abroad she visited 
London. Paris. Berlin, and Vienna 
where she was tiie guest of the lead- 
ing women’s clubs. Tiie purpose of 
her trip was to bring herself up-to- 
the-minute on world affairs, prepara- 
tory to her lecture work at Stone- 
leigh College and elsewhere during 
the coming season. 

A bit of the history of the college 
where Mrs. Poole is to be dean is 
timely. Stoneleigh is a new type of 
college, which was founded a year ago 
by Richard D. Currier, of Newark. 
New Jersey, who is its president. Its 
educational program is the result of 
several years of joint planning on the 
part of Mrs. Poole and T. Lawrence 
Davis, dean of the Uolleg. ot P ^ 

cal Arts and Letters ol 1 
versity. its curriculum carries out 
the educational ideas ami ideals of 
Mrs. Poole and of Dean Davis in pro- 
viding a two-year course of cultural 
studies und occupational training, ori- 
entation courses, and occupational 
guidance under the direction of Fred 
Smith, of the Harvard University 
School of Education, and vocational 
projects directed by Dr. Elmer D.

vember it cast 1916 votes for Bacon 
and 901 foq Curley. 

The political complexion of Wards 
5 and 6 would undergo no changes 
under the new Ward lines proposed 
by the plan and the new Ward 7 to 
include Upper Falls. Oak Hill and 
the remainder or the area south of 
Boylston st. would be strongly Re- 
publican. So. the new Ward lines 
to be discussed at the hearings next 
week ought to he quite satisfactory 
from a partisan consideration to Re- 
publicans, but they certainly do not 
give muse for enthusiasm to citizens 
in Ward 1 and the north side of Ward 
.‘1 who have had representatives in 
the Newton Board of Aldermen for 
the past generation. It is true that 
the majority of voters in Ward 3 for 
many years past have acted magnani- 
mously by according the minority 
north of the B. & A. tracks the privi- 
lege of selecting the Ward Alderman. 
Perhaps this liberal attitude would 
continue, oven though the plan were 
adopted. And probably the voters of 
a revised Ward 1 would also be lib- 
eral and allow one of the three al- 
dermen from that Ward to lie chosen 
from the area north of Washington 
st. and west of Centre st. 

It is our belief, however, that the 
best interests of the city will be 
served in the future by retaining 
Wards 1. 2, 3, 4 and 7 practically as 
they now are. and create two new 
Wards by dividing W’ard 5 and Ward 
6. By doing this t he various social 
groups in the city would continue to 
have fair representation in our City 
Government. Under the Colby plan 
we believe there would be a strong 
probability that the present small mi- 
nority in the Board of Aldermen 
might be wiped out. The best minds 
in both the Republican and Demo- 
cratic. parties agree that a minority, 
even a small minority is very desir- 
able. And this holds true in munic- 
ipal governments conducted on a non- 
purtisan basis. It is improbable, how- 
ever, that the Aldermen are serious- 
ly considering the adoption of this 
plan, or that they intend this year 
to make any changes in the existing 
Ward lines. 


H. Wilson Ross, Treasurer of the 
Newton Cemetery Corporation, ap- 
peared at the meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night to pro- 
test against the petition of Truman 
S. MacLean of Winslow rd., Waban, 
for a permit to conduct an automobile 
repair shop in the building owned by 
Mrs. Mary O'Connor at 873 Walnut 
st., Newton Highlands. Mr. Ross said 
that the building is located between 
the entrance of the Newton Cemetery 
and Beacon st„ and an automobile 
repair shop would be a detriment to 
the cemetery. 

Would Zone 

Newton Land 

Amendments to the Newton zoning 
ordinance are being prepared which 
will zone land as well as buildings 
in this city. A large percentage of 
Newton residents suppose that land is 
now zoned, but this is not the case. It 
is proposed to prohibit gravel pits in 
residence zones, existing pits cannot 
be extended, the stripping of loam 
oil' land would be prevented and dumps 
would lie controlled. Measures are 
also being considered which will re- 
strict further private hospitals and 
sunituriums in residence zones.

Open Needham 
Campaign With 
Large Meeting 

Newton’s city government must con- 
tinue to improve, General Daniel 
Needham, candidate for Mayor, told 
an audience of more than 500 citi- 
zens at the Newton Centre Woman’s 
Clubhouse when the Needham cam- 
paign was opened He stated he will 
strive for more efficiency and lower 
taxes in an effort to surpass the rec- 
ord made by Mayor Sinclair Weeks, 
his friend and supporter. 

Needham’s plutform also aims to ad- 
vance the high standards of the pub- 
lic schools; insure courteous and fair 
treatment by all departments and em- 
ployees; fairness and equity to all 
less fortunate citizens in the Wel- 
fare department; steady employment 
for city laborers; and efficient and eco- 
nomical operation of the health and 
safety departments. 

Mayor Sinclair Weeks, who is vol- 
untarily retiring from the Mayor’s of- 
fice, was present and urged the elec- 
tion of Gen. Needham as a trained 
executive who will maintain the high 
standards which the present city 
government has insisted upon. Other 
speakers included A. C. Webber. Wil- 
liam F. Garcelon, and William J. Doh- 
erty. Reports on the progress of the 
campaign work in the various wards 
and precincts were made by leaders 
in the seven wards.

Few Attend 
Hearings On 
New Ward Lines 

Plans For Seven and Nine 
Wards Discussed 

Hearings held before the Legisla- 
tion Committee of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday and Wednesday 
nights of this week on the proposed 
changes in Ward lines brought hut 
few citizens to City Hall. At the 
hearing on Monday night relative to 
Wards 1, 2 and 7. apart from the 
Aldermen in attendance only a dozen 
citizens were present. 

Alderman Grebensteln, chairman of 
the Legislation Committee explained 
that the plan submitted by Alderman 
Colby would be discussed and he al- 
so read a letter and editorial writ- 
ten by Representative Warren Brim- 
blecom advocating a nine Ward plan, 
the two additional Wards to he ere 
ated by dividing Wards 5 and 6: the 
other existing Wards to be retained 
largely as at present. Joseph P. Dar- 
gon. chairman of the Newton Demo 
cratic City Committee objected to the 
Colby plan which would split Ward 
1 by consolidating most of it with 
Ward 7 and the balance with Ward 
2. Mr. Dargon said Ward 1 has been 
Democratic for many years and it is 
not beyond possibilities that party 
designations may again be used in 
city elections in Newton. He said 
in such a case a Democrat would not 
have a ghost of a show. He stated 
I that even under our supposedly non 
I partisan elections, any candidate 
i branded a Democrat ordinarily goes 
| down to defeat. He favored the nine 
Ward plan. 

Edward H. Powers said that he did 
not believe Mr. Colby intentionally 
planned to wipe out the only Demo- 
cratic Ward in the city. Ward 1. but 
such a result would follow under his 
plan and minority representation in 
Ward 3 would also he jeopardized. 
Powers said that heretofore residents 
of Newton whose economic and so- 
cial interests are akin, and who re- 
side in well defined sections of the 
city, have had representation in the 
Board of Aldermen, hut. under the 
Colby plan this representation might 
be wiped out. He also favored the 
nine ward plan. Philip Jamieson 
said that Newton Corner has always 
been divided into two Wards, but 
these two have worked together as 
one community. He said party poli- 
tics should not he brought in. and he 
favored the Colby plan, because he 
contended the nine Ward plan would 
cause additional election expenses. 

John W. Murphy, chairman of the 
Roard of Assessors said he is not in- 
terested a.- an individual ,n Ward . 
lines but as a public official. He 
said something should be done to I

Chest Agencies 
Serve A Third 
Of Residents 

Nearly Two Thousand Families 
Contacted 


The remarkable statement that the 
fourteen Institutions that are members 
of the Newton Community Chest 
served one-third of the population of 
tli# 1 city, or 24,112 men, women and 
children last year, was given out at 
the Chest office this week. There 
were 1793 families touched directly 
by these community organizations. 

Healthful as Newton is known to 
be. 18,237 individuals were treated 
or received health instruction by the 
four agencies devoted to the care of 
the sick and aged — more than one- 
fourth of these entirely free of charge. 

It is proven that by the very nature 
of this service responsibility for such 
care must rest on the community it- 
self. A Directory of the agencies 
will be in the hands of every campaign 
worker, giving in detail the number 
of citizens each institution served, the 
number that were free and the char- 
acter of the service as well as the 
financial requirements to continue the 
work in 1936. The generous people 
of Newton will know what their con- 
tributions do for them, why the money 
is needed, and the names of the men 
and women who direct the work of 
these service agencies. 

No less remarkable is the number 
of good neighbors in the city who give 
freely and voluntarily much time to 
aid these institutions in the work 
they do. Besides the Officers and Di- 
rectors, there were 1043 volunteers 
assisting the four institutions for the 
sick and aged. The total number of 
volunteers working with all of the 
fourteen members of the Chest is 
2068. No one knows better than 
these friends how much these institu- 
tions do to make the community safe 
and the effect they have upon the wel- 
fare of all. 

At the meeting of the officers of the 
Chest and the various campaign com- 
mittees held Tuesday evening at the 
City Hall, it was decided to put out 
the posters and other Campaign ma- 
terial next week so that every one 
will be informed of the campaign 
which will run from November 5th 
to 15th. 

It is greatly desired that citizens 
as far as possible uo not plan enter- 
tainments or gatherings during this 
period that will interfere with the 
2000 workers who will give their ser- 
vices. or prevent their finding those 
at home who are to be called upon. 
This is generally observed in the 428 
cities where Community Chest cam- 
paigns are carried on.

THE AWAKENING 


Massachusetts, there she stands! So proclaimed the voters 
of the second Essex Senatorial district on Tuesday at ihe special 
election held to fill a vacancy in the State Senate. It is not 
necessary to go into the details of the pre-election campaign 
or the results of the electron.

-ADVERTISING MASSACHUSETTS 

This week we had the pleasure of hearing Secretary of 
State Frederic W. Cook explain how Massachusetts adver- 
tised itself throughout those states north of the Mason and ! 
Dixon line and east of the Mississippi river. The program for 
this advertising campaign was authorized by the 1935 Legisla- 
ture through the appropriation of one hundred thousand dol- 
lars. The Secretary of State with the advice and counsel of an 
unpaid advisory board of men well known in advertising 
circles as buyers and not sellers of advertising developed 
a campaign which undoubtedly attracted a great many 1 
tourists to this state. While the details of the campaign make 
an interesting story it is most interesting to learn that more 
than fifteen million persons had placed before them something 
or other about the advantages Massachusetts offered in a 
recreational way and to some extent hi an industrial way. 
From other sources we learn that hotels, historical places 
and recreational centres experienced a more prosperous sum- 
mer than for several years. Such prosperity means increased 
business in many other lines by a more or less direct connection. 
With industry decreasing in this state as it has done, Mass- 
achusetts is forced to find methods of developing its second 
largest business, recreation, as an offset. We hope that this 
first year’s program is only the start of further methods that 
can be developed along these lines. 


THE EXPECTED HAPPENS 



The increased interest in pitching 
horseshoes which has been spreading 
everywhere has not overlookcvl New 
ton. During the past few years one 
of the most enthusiastic groups has 
been gathered together as the 
Charlesbank Horseshoe Club in the 
Charleslmnk road secDon of Newton 
Corner. The annunl meeting of this 
organization was held recently and 
reports showed that the membership 
totalled twenty-seven. Most of the 
members live in the neighborhood al- 
though a few come trom a consider- 
able distance. Wulter L. Morrisey 
wits elected president; A. J. Jardine. 
vice-president and secretary; *A. F. 
Manley, treasurer, and M. McNeil, 
manager The membership commit- 
tee is comprised of C. Blood, holder 
of the city championship, T. Crough 
and T. Harney. The club had a most 
successful season leading the Newton 
City League to annex team honors. 
When interest in the sport was 
created, a vacant plot of land became 
the site of the practice pits. With 
continued interest the club soon pre- 
pared several of the new type of pits 
that are used on playgrounds. They 
are of cement with an area of clay 
around the “ringer" post. The 
Charlesbank members take up the 
. port as soon ns weather permits in 
the spring and are still at it when the 
first snow begins to fly in the early 
winter. In summer the long evenings 
give them additional time to indulge 
in a competitive sport which is both 
recreational and healthful. 


Many residents on the northerly 
side of the city in Newtonvillo and 
Xonnntum have been bothered recent- 
ly by a disagreeable smoky odor. I 
When tile wind is in the right quar- 
ter it is extremely unpleasant and j 
when the wind is strong enough the 
scent of burning rubbish Is wafted 
as far away as West. Newton hill. The' 
cause of the nuisance is the burning 
of refuse in the dump at Watertown 
on Pleasant st. above the Bemis 
bridge. For many years this dump 
has been a nuisance at various in 
tervalH and once again residents of 
th» section affected are forced to com- 
plain. There has been a fire there 
most of the time for the past sev- 
eral weeks ami much of this seem- 
ingly is intentional us it is surface 
material. We have been informed 
that the attention of the State Health 
Department has been called to the sit- 
uation and possibly some action will 
be taken in the near future to abate 
this nuisance. 


Just us though the uuisance at the 
Watertown dump were not enough for 
Newton residents now comes word 
that Waltham will shortly begin to 
dump rubbish in swump area near 
Forest Grove, Auburndale. Residents 
ot Auburndale and West Newton are 
considerably agitated over the pros- 
pect- of a disagreeable situation de- 
veloping there. The city of Waltham | 
has forced to abandon one dump 

after another because of the annoy 
ance created and has hud consider- 
able court litigation in its latest ex- 
perience with a dump towards the 
Wuverley line. Owners of swampv 
land used by the Waltham Gun Club 
near what is known as Pine Island 
recently offered the city of Waltham 
the opportunity to dump rubbish and 
other fl'l there and tin offer has been 
accepted. While it has been stated 
that there will he no burning of rub- 
bish many fires have broken out spon- 
taneously iu dumps. With the dump 
being on the Newton side of the 
river there is a further likelihood that 
ruts may prove to be considerable of 
a pest iu that vicinity. However ono 
ot Mu; planks in the re-election plat- 
tonn of Mayor MacDonald of the 
Watch City is an incinerator project 
which may prove the solution to Wal- 
'lium problem. Meanwhile Anhufn- 
daie residents are looking into the 
dump question. 


Our thoughts turn to more pleasant 
scenes. During the past two or three 
weeks many persons have told us how 
glorious they have found the White 
Mountains, the Mohawk Trail, the 
Cape and other distant points of in- 
;<t. st that are particularly exhilarat- 
ing at this tlnm of year with tin rav- 
aging beauty of the fall foliag. . in 
wandering around the city on. can 
find many colorful sights where tin 
trees are of a scarlet red, a brilliant 
yellow, a blazing orange or any of 
the other gorgeous liues. But the out- 
standing spot in Newton where the fo- 
liage is at its best and the picture one 
of the prettiest that can be imagined 
is in the vicinity of city hall. The* 
pleasing architecture of the city hall 
and memorial building with its exten- 
sive landscaping amidst a spectre- 
eopli bat kg i ound maki a picturi 
iliat could only lie transfiVied to 
canvas by the muglc touch of the mas 
tor artist.

We are not condoning Italy’s ac- 
tion in invading Ethiopia, but 1ms it 
occurred to you that England and 
France, now condemning and threat- 
ening Italy, permitted Japan the past 
couple of years to invade and seize 
Chinese territory without taking any 
measures to stop the cocky Oriental 
nation. Why the discrimination? 


The founders of this country pur- 
posed to establish a nation where men 
might enjoy political and religious 
freedom .and where racial enmities 
would not prevail. These tenets of 
true Americanism have happily been 
characteristic of Newton. It is to be 
regretted that a racial or religious 
issue would be injected into any New- 
ton mayoralty campaign. Those who 
do so certainly are not persons trained 
in Newton traditions; not products of 
Newton. The people of Newton in the 
past have not organized politically on 
the basis of affiliation with this or that 
religious group. Of course there are 
exceptions. Some persons who pro- 
fess to be tolerant and liberal, Iftive 
uttered narrow sentiments in private, 
or at smull gatherings where they 
thought they could give vent to their 
real feelings. But, bigotry, like mur- 
der, will out, and narrowness has nev- 
er taken root in Newton. 

May we suggest to the gentlemen 
who are comparatively newcomers to 
Newton and who proclaim that their 
co-religionists in Newton will he 100% 
for nny candidate, that they are more 
apt to hurt than help by such mount- 
ings. If they will take the trouble to 
Interview those of their faith who 
have been born in Newton, who have 
been educated in Newton, they will 
learn that no candidate for Mayor of 
Newton will receive 100% of the Gen- 
tile or Jewish vote, the Protest int oi 
Catholic vote, the Christian, deist or 
agnostic vote. They will become 
aware thnt citizens of this city, on 
the whole, vote as Americans, and 
without unsolicited advice from self 
constituted leaders. 

Several weeks ago wo had an inter- 
view with Commissioner of Public 
Safety Kirk and Captain James Ma- 
honey of the State Police. We told 
these gentlemen, who are the execu- 
tives of the Commonwealth’s uni- 
formed police force, that for some 
years we have been commenting ad- 
versely on what we believed to be a 
lessening in the amount of traffic pa- 
trol service performed by the State 
police on the State highways. We 
started such criticisms long before 
General Needham or Col. Kirk 
assumed l eads of the Department of 
Public Sat »ty. t’ol.

To correct our ideas regarding the 
traffic patrol a< tivities of the State 


Police we were shown an official re- 
port which gave the following sta 
tistics; For the first, six months of 
1934 traffic violations reported by 
Troop A of the State Police totalled 
4219; Troop B, 3958; Troop C. 3851 
Troop D, 3816, A total for the four 
troops of 15,844. For the first six 
mouths of 1935 Troop A reported 5561 
violations; Troop B, 5088; Troop C. 
6376; Troop D, 3189, A total of 20.217 
and an increase over 1934 of 500e. 
Arrests and summons into courts by 
members of the State Police wore a* 
follows* For the first 6 months of 
1934, Troop A, 1780; Troop B, 653: 
Troop C. 1268; Troop I>, 1290, A total 
of 4991. For the first 6 months of 1935 
the touts were: Troop A, 2267; Trooi 
B, 630; Troop C, 2079; Troop D, 1006: 
a grand total of 5982 and an increas< 
over 1934 of 991. 

Troop A has headquarters at Frant 
Ingham and serves Middlesex, Essex 
and Norfolk counties. Troop B ha.- 
headquarters at Northampton and 
covers the four western counties of 
the State. Troop C Inis headquarters 
at Holden and covers Worcester coun- 
ty. Troop I) West Bridgewater cov 
evs Barnstable. Plymouth, Bristol 
counties. Marthas Vineyard and Nan- 
tucket. 

We were Informed that ordinarily 
about 150 men are assigned to traf- 
fic duty, but are not always on this 
work. To prove the effectiveness of 
highway patrol by motorcycle police- 
men late this spring six State police 
men were assigned to duty on the 
Southwest cutoff starting at Shrews 
bury. Two men have been constant 
ly on duty over a 15 mile stretch 
for 24 hours daily. On this stretch 
of State highway during the first 6 
months of 1934 there were 59 automo 
bile accidents causing 6 deaths and 
injuries to 73 persons. As a result 
of the patrol being assigned there 
the accidents for Die first 6 months 
of 1935 totalled only 29, deaths 2, and 
persons Injured 27. 

We still believe that there should 
he more State policemen patrolling 
the highways, even if it is necessary 
to enlarge the force. Last Sunday 
we motored to Peterboro, New Hamp- 
shire. Motor cars by the thousands 
were along Route 2 from Concord to 
Littleton, but we observed no police- 
man doing motorcycle patrol duty. 
Returning, we stopped, started and 
crawled in slow progress from Nashua 
to the bridge at Tvngsboro, where a 
khaki clad policeman was observed 
detouring traffic around the small clr 
cle at that place. From Tyngsboro 
to North Chelmsford practically the 
same trafT** *i- -an was encountered, 
but no traffic officer was observed. 

Police departments uro maintained 
at largo expense to taxpayers to pro- 
tect life and property. Automobiles 
cause most accidental deaths today. 
Deaths caused by crime are few in 
comparison It would seem therefore, 
that the most important duty of State 
und municipal police today Is the 
control of traffic, the prevention of 
reckless operation of motor vehicles, 
and the prosecution of those who vio- 
late automobile laws.

N. E. Far Behind 
In Airport 
Development 


"New England is way, way behind 
the Western states in the proportion 
of WPA funds (ievoted to the develop- 
ment of aviation facilities and some 
day will have to pay out of its own 
pocket for the things the West is now 
gaining from relief grants.” The 
cause lies not with the government 
but with the lack of air-mindedness 
in New England, Hervey Law ex- 
plained to the Newton Rotarians last 
Monday; and while the rest of the 
country is developing airports among 
other things we are content with a 
few major projects and a great deal 
of fence-painting and leaf-raking. 

Mr. Law is Regional Advisor of the 
Department of Commerce in direct 
charge of all airport development in 
New England and lie was speaking on 
The Operations of the Bureau of Air 
Commerce. He feels very strongly 
that we are missing a golden oppor- 
tunity to obtain the benefits that this 
newest mode of transportation oven 
now is bringing. Illustrative of the 
growth of the industry, American Air- 
ways are reporting increases over last 
year’s business as follows: passenger 


business, 70%, air express, 300%, and 
air mail 26%. In a very short time, 
long range express planes will criss- 
cross above the continent, making but 
one or two stops on the journey to 
pick up business fed in by a host of 
minor lines; and because of this 
“feeder - ’ business the smaller muni- 
cipal airports achieve an importance 
not 'recognized here but fully realized 
in the West. 

WPA funds can be expended only 
on state, county or municipal ports. 
The West is dotted with these but 
here in Massachusetts we are content 
with but 3 — Boston, Lawrence and 
Provincetown and municipalities are 
loath to take over the starts that pri- 
vate interests have made. For in- 
stance, the Framingham held stag- 
nates and the fine Bowles Held in 
Springfield has become a race-track! 

One thing Massachusetts has done, 
however, is to bring all pilots for in 
tra-statc flying under the same li- 
censes that are required by the Dept, 
of Commerce for all inter-state flying 
so private pilots have the same su 
perviaion as the transport fliers. Mr. 
Law \vent on to detail the work of the 
Bureau of Air Commerce which oper- 
ates through three branches: The Air 
Regulations branch handles the li- 
censes for all pilots on inter-state bus- 
iness and it has the inspection of the 
air transport planes. A Dept, of 
Commerce "dispatcher” is located on 


every field to handle the arrival and 
departure of planes and planes can 
land or take-off without his O.K. The 
Air Navigation branch maintains the 
system of field lights, radio beacons, 
and “air light-lumses” and is working 
to secure a uniform system of lighting 
and signals throughout the country. 
At the present time one of the im- 
portant activities is the development 
of “blind" flying even in pleasant 
weather to the end that pilots may 
become accustomed to using the radio 
beacons and their own instruments, 
thus becoming independent of weather 
conditions. The third branch, with 
which Mr. Law is directly connected, 
is concerned with the development of 
efficient airports throughout the 
country. 

Indicating the possibilities of avin- 
tion in New England, he paid high 
tribute to the Boston and Maine-Cen- 
tral Vermont planes which have been 
operating for several years without 
a serious accident in spite of t lie fact 
that they have had to utilize a great 
variety of fields which are little better 
than cow pastures when compared 
with the standard type towards which 
the Department is working. On the 
other hand, the Boston airport is one 
of the best in the country in spite 
of the poor approach to it via auto- 
mobile. 

After a very interesting technical 
description of the light-houses, radio 


beacons, and "blind flying,” Mr. Law 
renewed his plea that New England 
awake to the possibilities before it, 
take more properties under munici- 
pal control, and share in the allot- 
ment of WPA funds before they are 
all exhausted by the Western States 
or utilized for local projects of rela- 
tively minor importance.

Captain Richard J. Goode, veteran 
head of the Inspectors Division of the 
Newton police was seriously injured 
on Tuesday morning when he fell 
from the rear steps of the residence 
of Roger Hedges, 105 Waban Park, 
Newton and toro the ligaments of 
both his knees.

Elizabeth's Hospital in the police am- 
bulance and was operated on yester- 
day by Dr. Broderick. Goode had 
gone to the Hodges home to investi- 
gate a burglary which was committed 
there the preceding night. A rear 
window at tin* house was forced and 
some cash stolen. Inspector Goode’s 
injuries will keep him off active duty 
for a considerable period.

equalize the Wards as the city is 
now lopsided, with Wards 2, 5 and 
fi being out of proportion in popula- 
tion and size. Ho explained that the 
assessors hope* to have nil houses in 
the city plotted on plans, and they 
want the Ward lines changed so that 
they can be stable for many years, 
before the assessors plot plans are 
made. He said lie is not interested 
in any political aspect, but wants tho 
Ward lines well defined. Mr. Mur- 
phy said there will always he hard 
feeling, no matter what changes are 
made, but some Hoard must have 
courage to lake the step. He thought 
the Colby plan good. 

Adam Hang, speaking for the New- 
tonville Improvement Association said 
this organization had passed a resolu- 
tion protesting against any definite 
action being taken on the matter of 
changing Ward lines in view of the 
short notice given and the need of 
more time to allow citizens to study 
the situation. He was assured by 
Alderman Gordon that no action will 
be taken by the aldermen for some 
weeks. Alderman Colby read statis- 
tics to show the size of the average 
city Ward in Massachusetts cities 
and the number of Wards each city 
lias. Harry Bryant, a member of tlie 
School Committee from Ward 2 said 
the committee has had no serious dis- 
cussion on the proposed change of 
Ward lines. He favored a seven Ward 
plan. 

Alderman Rawson of Ward 7. 
speaking as a citizen, said that while 
the Colby plan is good from a seven 
Ward basis, there is nothing sacred 
in seven Wards, and such a number 
was set up in Newton when the city 
was much smaller in population. He 
said the rapid increase has been and 
will be in the South side, and addi- 
tional Wards should he created to 
care for it. He said that by creating 
two new Wards, present village divi- 
sions by Wards need not be dis- 
turbed. Mr. Rawson said he sympath- 
izes with both Ward 1 and Ward 7 
citizens who wish to preserve their 
Wards and he called attention to the 
fact that seems to he no popular 
demand to disturb the present Ward 
lines. He called attention to the fact 
that two-thirds of our Aldermen are 
elected at large, and so represent all 
the city. 

Alderman Cronin asked Mr. Rawson 
if he does not think the time has come 
to abolish the village idea in Newton 
and have people regard the city as a 
whole? Mr. Rawson said he thought 
Waban people can well answer Cro- 
nin's question. He commented that 
Newton has got along well for manv 
years under the village plan. 

On Wednesday night several resi- 
dents of Ward 3 appeared to protest 
against shifting part of that Ward to 
Ward 4. Ex-Alderman Bernard Far- 
rell ot West Newton said the proposed 
change would rob West Newton of a 
Democratic alderman in the Board. 
He asserted that West Newton people 
will not stand for the changes. West 
Newton women who protested against 
hi ing placed in Ward l included Mary 
Gannon of River st., the Misses Mc- 
Carthy of 20 Atibu rndale ave., and 
tlie Misses Troy of River st. Alder- 
man Guzzi concurred with Farrell’s 
views.

Electric Pad 
Kills Boy 

At Waban 


Francis X. Rohmer, Jr., 17, of 887 
Chestnut st., Waban, was electron! 
ted about 3 o'clock Monday morning 
in his bed by an electric heating pad. 
The boy, who was a student at New- 
ton High School, had slightly injured 
one of his knees in a scrub football 
game the preceding day and was 
using the electric pad to «*ase the 
pain. During the night the pad 
worked up until it was under young 
Rohmer’s back and it is supposed 
that moisture from ills body caused 
a short circuit. Members of the Roh- 
mer household wore awakened by 
screams from the boy and rushed 
to his room to find him in agony and 
his body rigid. • Ho exclaimed that 
the pad was under his back and 
burning him before he became un- 
conscious, the electric pad was at 
once disconnected by the boy's aunt. 
The boy’s father telephoned police 
headquarters for aid and the police 
ambulance was sent to the house, to- 
gether with a police car and a squad 
of officers under Serg. Cleary. Lad- 
ders 1 and 2 of the Newton Fire De- 
partment also responded and Dr. 
W. O. Blanchard of 465 Centre st.. 
Newton, the family physician, also 
speeded to the Rohmer home. The 
policemen, firemen and physician 
worked on the boy with an inhalator 
until nearly 6 o’clock in a vain at- 
tempt to resusitate him. 

Young Rohmer was born in Phil- 
adelphia and his mother died when 
he was a baby. Fie is survived by 
his father.

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STARTING OFF ON THE RIGHT FOOT 

With the Republican party gaining considerable hope in the 
lorthcoming battle to regain political control of Massachu- 
setts, from the victory in the special election in Essex County 
last week comes the announcements of the candidacies for state 
wide office from several individuals. Speaker of the House 
Leverett Saltonstall indicates his intention of seeking the gov- 
ernorship. The Haigis forces renew efforts to gaifi an indica- 
tion of their strength. Henry Cabot Lodge. 2nd. announces he 
will seek to replace Senator Marcus G. Coolidge in the U. S. 
Senate. A trial balloon is launched by friends of Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks for the same position. Former Attorney-General Joseph 
E. Warner climbs onto the "peoples’ platform” as a candidate 
for Governor. Former State Senator Cavanaugh reaffirms his 
intentions to seek party endorsement for the Republican nom- 
ination for the Senatorship against Lodge and other potential 
candidates. Other candidacies of prominent Republicans are 
rumored. With these announcements and reports of willing- 
ness to aid in bringing the old Bay State back to Republican 
principles it is certain that the greatest difficulty the conven- 
tion will face is fti selecting a slate that will meet the necessary 
requirements. There apparently will be no dearth of candidates. 
It is also quite apparent that success cannot be achieved unless 
the party is in harmony. And this harmony can only be 
achieved by the self-sacrifice of candidates in setting aside 
their personal ambitions for the good of Republican success. 
The early announcement of these candidates, however, is 
helping to start the campaign off on the right foot. The 
longer the voters have to discuss the untold possibilities that 
exist the easier it will be for delegates to the convention next 
June to decide what is best for Massachusetts Republicanism. 


CURBING RECKLESS DRIVING 

A possibility that the Federal government may attempt to 
assume control of the automotive industry in order to compel 
action to curb reckless driving is seen in a recent letter to 
the National Safety Council. Such an attempt seems to us 
even more futile than attempting to enforce prohibition. 
Automobiles today possess almost every known safety de- 
vice although it cannot be denied that many developments in 
the industry have been towards obtaining greater speed. 
Once the automobile comes into ihe possession of an indi- 
vidual, however, the driving of it is in the hands of an in- 
dividual. Everyone who drives is not a reckless driver by any 
means. Reckless driving cannot be curbed by the mere pas- 
sage of laws. It can only be curbed by enforcement of exist- 
ing laws and by bringing home to the driver of an auto- 
mobile that he alone is responsible for the safe operation of 
that particular vehicle. The only possible benefit that could 
be obtained from Federal intercession in an attempt to curb 
reckless driving is through the relief of unemployment in 
the addition of thousands of persons to the governmental pay- 
rolls. It would require many inspectors and enforcement 
officers to make such an attempt anywhere near productive 
of results.

Newtonville will soon have the first 
- group scout building in New England 
The problem of providing adequate 
working space for various activities 
connected with the scout movement 
hns long been in the minds of local of- 
ficials. in Canada and England one 
of the frequent requirements found 
in regulations is that a troop cannot 
be established until it has its own 
meeting place. In the United States 
some of the scout troops in the west 
have their own quarters but in New 
England the NewtonviUe scouts will 
be pioneers. For two or three years 
that, has been a goal and now it is 
about to be realized. By raising funds 
in one way or another the Newton- 
vi lie troop has been nble to purchase 
from the city the portable school 
building behind the Horace Mann 
School. For some time Scoutmaster 
Bradford Gove and others have been 
getting the building ready for re- 
moval to a lot on the Morse estate 
on Central ave. near Court st. The 
use of this lot having been generous- 
ly granted by the trustees of the 
Morse estate, the question of location 
was solved. Tomorrow afternoon the 
I NewtonviUe boy scouts. Cub scouts, 

! troopmasters, and fathers of scouts 
; will have a big time of it. They will 
assemble at the Horace Mann School, 
take down the portable building in 
sections, haul it to its new location, 
and reassemble it. With water, heat, 
light and other conveniences available, 
'the building, in its new location, will 
j lie admirably suited to its new pur 
! pose. Plans for the maintenance of 
the building, with a workshop and as- 
! semblv ball, provide for the use of it 
' by the NewtonviUe boy scouts, Cub 
1 scouts and girl scouts. It Is expected 
j that the many activities of these or- 
i ganizations will result in full-time use 
j of the new facilities to be offered. 




! Newton motorists and those who 
| drive through Newton are awaiting 
l with considerable patience the com- 
j pletion of the relocation of Route 128. 
At the present time the circumferen- 
tial highway, as it is commonly 
! known, does not adequately serve the 
Newtons, passing through several con 
gested points and making dangerous 
intersections at several other points. 
A few years ago Route 128 was re- 
built as far as the Worcester turn- 
pike near Echo Bridge at the Well- 
esley-Upper Falls line. From that 
point it follows the turnpike to Cen- 
tre st., thence to Walnut st. and 
across the centre of the city to Wal- 
tham. A plan which the State Pub- 
lic Works department drew up relo- 
cates this route so that it avoids the 
congested sections of the city. The 
plan also relocates much of the route 
to its northern terminal at Salem. 

From the point where Route 128 
joins the turnpike under the pro- 
posed plan it would follow the Well- 
esley bank of the Charles River to 
the point where the aqueduct now 
crosses. A bridge is planned at that 
point with the route to continue along 
Quinobequln rd. to Washington st. An 
underpass at Washington st. will do 
away with the possibility of a dan- 
gerous intersection here and the road 
would then be carried across part of 
the old gravel pit to Grove st.. 
through Riverside and across the river 
to Waltham. 

With agitation coming from the cit- 
ies and towns on the northern end of 
Route 128 for an adequate highway 
as well as from towns between Wal- 
tham and Woburn the entire project is 
divided into several sections, each 
costing several millions of dollars. 
Which section will be the first to be 
undertaken is a matter of much con- 
jecture. Meanwhile Route 12S as at 
present located will continue to pre- 
sent serious traffic problems. There 
is congestion at NewtonviUe square 
and at Newton Highlands square. And 
there are dangerous intersections 
where Walnut st. crosses Beacon st.. 
Commonwealth ave.. and Watertown 
st., in addition to the corner of Wal- 
nut and Centre sts. The congestion 
and dangers at intersections are par- 
ticularly noticeable late Saturday af- 
ternoons when many autoists are 
using Route 128 on their return from 
college football games. 


Newton men still continue to fig- 
ure prominently in appointments to 
state positions. M. Joseph McCar 
tin of Commonwealth avenue, New- 
ton Centre, state director of the Fed- 
eral labor relations office was 
named this week secretary of the 
State Unemployment Compensation 
Commission. The appointment is sub- 
ject to confirmation of the Governor’s 
Council and will probably be taken 
up at next week’s meeting. 


The NewtonviUe Methodist Episco- 
pal Church will celebrate its seventy- 
fifth anniversary next week with a 
program befitting the occasion. While 
there are but a few who will recall the 
founding of the church in 1860, there 
are many who remember the red brick 
church in NewtonviUe square which 
was replaced some twelve years ago 
by the present stone edifice. For 
three-quarters of a century this house 
or worship bus been offering spiritual 
guidance to the community. On Sun- 
day morning at the eleven o’clock 
service t lie pastor, Dr. Laurence W. 
E. Emig. will give a historical ser- 
mon, telling the interesting story if 
the growth of the church. On Hun- 
day evening at seven-thirty a Seth 
Barker program will he presented by 
a group of young people from Mu!- 
den. Wednesday evening the uuui 
vorsury church dinner will he held 
with un interesting progrum of brief 
tousts, un anniverHury poem, recol- 
lections of former pastors, and remin- 
iscences of experiences in the old 


church building. On Sunday. Nov. 3. 
the observance will lie concluded with 
on anniversary sermon by Bishop 
Charles W. Burns.

Dear Sir: 

I have read with great interest the 
astonishing news item appearing in 
the Newton Graphic under date of 
October 11, 1935, entitled “Jewish Cit- 
izens Organize To Aid Needham.” 

The cleverly worded text of the 
article obviously was intended to 
mislead the average into thinking 
that the Jewish people of Newton as 
a racial group are organizing to 
back candidate Needham, and that 
such group will back Mr. Needham 
”100 per cent.” 

I. as a Newton citizen of Jewish 
birth, and one who belongs to Jew- 
ish organizations, and one who 
counts among his friends and ac- 
quaintances a great many people 
of my race and persuasion, who live 
and vote in Newton, whose expres- 
sion of sentiment I have heard, wish 
to call your attention to the fact 
that the article aforementioned is se 
riously misleading. 

No one has the right or authority 
to speak for the Jewish people as 
a racial group with reference to this 
matter and say that they are commit- 
ted to one candidate or the other 
any more than anyone could, with 
any approximation to truth, say that 
the Catholics or Protestants or any 
people of any persuasion are as a 
group committed to one candidate or 
the other. Such a statement as ap- 
pears in your said article Is an in- 
sult to the American conception of 
the right of exercise of freedom of 
conscience. 

It seems to me impossible that the 
Jewish voters as well as all other 
voters of the City of Newton can 
possibly in so short a time have for- 
gotten the sixteen years of a!)le. 
clean, honest and efficient adminis- 
tration given to the City by one of 
the other candidates, and I therefore 
wish that you would publish this 
letter in order that the erroneous im- 
pression undoubtedly made by your 
aforementioned article he in some 
measure corrected.

1 he grand torchlight procession on 
Tuesday evening. Oct. 24th. was a 
complete success. At an early hour 
the sound of the marshnlling hosts 
was heard, trains coming laden with 
battalions hearing the names of Hayes 
•Sr Wheeler, Clnflin and others. As is 
usual, there was a delay in starting 
the procession as some organizations 
did not arrive until S:30. The pro- 
cession formed on Galen street, the 
right resting on Nonantum Square. 
The invited guests were entertained 
by J. Watson Taylor at his residem 
on Walnut Park. The Chief Marshal. 
W. W. Carruth. also kept open house 
for the invited guests and reporters. 
The Watertown Cavalry escorted the 
guests to their places in the proccs 
slon which started at 8:45. marching 
over the route announced last week 
to the residence of Hon. William Claf- 
lin at NewtonviUe. In line were 25 
organizations, 8 hands. IS drum corps 
and over 2600 marchers. 

Nearly every house along the entire 
route was illuminated, many of them 
brilliantly. Republicans and Demo 
erats alike filled their windows with a 
blaze of light from candles. Nonantum 
Square and Newton Corner were 
ablaze with light. Bonfires blazed near 
the home of the Chief Marshal on 
Eldredge street. As the parade came 
down Franklin street, the side of 
Mount Ida. with all the houses bril- 
liantly lighted, presented a fine ap- 
pearance. Messrs. Henry E. Cobh, Eu- 
gene Thayer and R. Crosby at How- 
ard street and NewtonviUe avenue 
united in a fine display of Chinese 
lanterns. Mr. Angler on Waban Park 
had two locomotive headlights and 
the grounds of J. Watson Taylor. 
Walnut Park, were brilliant with head 
lights, and Chinese lanterns. J. Stur- 
gis Potter and J. Cheney Potter, Wal- 
nut Park, had fireworks displays as 
the parade passed. At Newtonville the 
house and grounds of Governor Claflin 
were beautifully decorated and tin* 
governor acknowledged tlu* salutes of 
the battalions as they passed on the 
way to the refreshment tent. At the 
tent preparations had been made to 
meet every want. Plenty was pro- 
vided for all. but some went hungry 
because some uninvited ones were 
rowdy, wilfully upset some of the ta- 
bles and destroyed food and crock 
cry. It was about midnight when the 
exercises closed.

Rotarians Hear 
Economic Audit 
Of Conditions 

At the Monday luncheon of the 
Rotary Club of Newton. Herbert. N. 
McGill, president of the McGill t orn 
niodity Service, rendered an “Econ 
omie Audit of Conditions in the Uni- 
ted States" and while conceding the 
improvements that have been made 
in business he cautioned against a 
too ready acceptance of the Idea that 
we are out of the woods as yet. He 
presented each member with a chart 
of business volume and commodity 
price indices from 1912 to 1935. This 
chart portrayed clearly the now fa- 
miliar cycle characteristics of busi- 
ness conditions but Mr. McGill em* 
pha sized the fact that the cu rent 
depression is the first major move- 
ment either side of the norm which 
has been very definitely character- 
ized by minor cycles within itself. 
After touching the bottom of the 
depression in early 1933 we rose dur- 
ing the summer very markedly only 
to fall back about three-quarters of 
the way the following winter. Three 
times since have we risen and twice 
fallen partly back: and Mr. McGill 
questions whether the present rise 
may not be followed by another de- 
cline next winter or spring. Ulti- 
mately we shall work out but not as 
early as some have been hoping, 
perhaps. 

Factors tending to continue the 
gains are: an Improvement in the 
capital goods industry, which is still 
much under the average however: in- 
creased construction, which is nev- 
ertheless hampered by high costs ot 
labor and supplies: improvements ia 
retail business and in agricultural 
and corporate earnings; the “breath- 
ing space" in governmental activity 
as concerned with business; and the 
huge reserves in the banks that are 
available for expansion the minute 
confidence is restored. 

On the other side of the ledger 
are facts which tend to retard re- 
covery: 1. The full effect of the 

recent congressional legislation can- 
not be known for some months yet 
and the "breathing spell” was inevi- 
table in order for the administration 
to learn of the constitutionality of 
Its acts, of the efficiency of those 
which prove constitutional, and be- 
cause the administration would ap- 
pear to have covered about every 
phase of activity that could be con- 
sidered within its province. In this 
connection, the Government is now 
doing some things that would seem 
very detrimental to recovery: for in- 
stance. the over-extension of credit 
through installment buying is com- 
monly held to have been an impor- 
tant cause in the depression and yet 
the government is urging people to 
mortgage the future for repairs and 
construction in the present. (2) The 
tremendous shrinkage in the total 
volume of all international trade in 
the world has a significance — from 
some SO billions five years ago to 
about 20 billions now: and with most 
of the gold centralized in two or 
three countries there is little to en- 
courage international trade. Inci- 
dentally. we are one of those coun- 
tries holding enormous reserves of 
gold and the present flood of gold 
from the war-terrified countries of 
Europe will almost inevitably pro- 
duce an inflation. (3) The failure of 
the Administration's plans to con- 
tract expenses is an important nega- 
tive factor. The theory that its 
expenditures would stimulate busi- 
ness to the point where the normal 
returns from taxes on business would 
defray the expenses, particularly as 
they tapered off under prosperity, is 
not proving sound : the expenditures 
are far too much out of proportion 
to the improvements they bring. i4) 
The entire foreign situation is ex- 
ceedingly disturbing and prevents 
any great confidence in the imme- 
diate future. (5) The tendency to in- 
creased prices is a hindrance rather 
than a stimulant since purchasing 
power is not increasing proportion- 
ately. 

Mr. McGill feels strongly that ar- 
tificial measures will not solve the 
problem and that the fundamental 
laws of economics should be allowed 
a free reign to bring us through a 
further series of minor cycles well 
out of the major Depression Cycle.

He emphu 
sized the need for teaching to our 
young people tlie vital tilings for 
Which the church stands- its Ideals 
and convictions. These ure or real 
lasting value to the Individual and 
to tlu* ongoing of life of the church; 
tlie activities ami good times and 
other methods of attracting the in- 
terests of young people are of sec- 
ondary importance, yet we are often 
Inclined to let them take tlie major 
portion of our time and energy. 



The real reason for Sir Malcolm 
Campbell’s visit to Detroit recently 
can now be told. While Sir Malcolm 
was here recently, a number of hints 
and rumors as to the purpose of his 
visit were advanced. Some said he 
was investigating the possibilities of 
entering a boat in tlie Harmsworth 
Trophy Race next year; others had 
him seeking a possible business con- 
nection abroad with certain car manu- 
facturers in this country. The real 
reason was the fulfillment, of a promise. 

When Sir Malcolm Campbell drove 
a Hudson stock sedan for a series of 
new records at Daytona Bcacli last 
February and when he watched its 
performance at Bonneville Salt Flats 
this spring, he expressed a desire to 
see the 1936 models as soon as they 
came out, if he happened to be in this 
country. 

As a result of the promise made to 
Sir Malcolm at that time, lie was 
allowed to drive one of the fleet of 
1936 experimental models. In fact 
it was turned over to him with in- 
structions to “go to it” which he did 
in o very thorough and workman- 
like manner, putting it through tests 
just as rigid as any of tiiose given by 
the average factory test driver. Step- 
ping into the car and feeling it out for 
a few moments, he speeded it in excess 
of 70 miles-per-hour in second gcur 


over the test course. Leaving the 
smooth surface highway, he took to 
the by-roads to test the spring sus- 
pension. Following which, he pro- 
ceeded to make a series of up and 
down shifts, using the Electric Hand. 

He gave a grunt of satisfaction as 
he shifted from high down to second 
gear at 50 miles-per-hour, and the 
shift was made without a quiver. 
Back on the hard highway, he speeded 
the car to its maximum, taking turns 
which made tlie other occupants of 
the car realize that Sir Malcolm spoke 
the truth when he stated that, “speed 
holds no terrors for me”. He put the 
brakes through an extraordinary test, 
making a series of quick stops down 
from 70 miles an-hour lie was particu- 
larly struck by tlie absence of swerve 
of the car when braking down from 
high speed. It was then that he ex- 
pressed his admiration for American 
automotive engineering and gave 
vent to tlie statement that “in auto- 
mobile design, American engineers 
lead and the world copies.’’ 

As this was t he first time that the 
1936 model had been driven by any- 
one outside of the Hudson engineering 
organization, and the first time any 
outside engineer had been allowed to 
put it through a test, his report on 
the car to Hudson engineers was re- 
ceived with tremendous interest.

Brockton's great football team de- 
feated Newton High.

Newton showed a strong defense, 
but could not gain at any time enough 
to place the Shoe City eleven at a 
disadvantage. Marion Roberts, coach 
of the Brockton team, declared after 
the game that the Newton line was 
the best his high-scoring machine had 
faced all Beason. 

Milner, Donavan's Newton’s Best 

Howard Milner, 198-Ih. tackle and 
acting captain when Ernie Savignano 
was oit the field, turned in one of 
the best games of Ills football career 
to continue the steady improvement 
he has been showing all seashn. He 
took liis turn in the Newton back- 
fleld. and has proved himself the beHt 
passer on the first team outside of 
Captain Savignano. Savvy got into 
the game at times in the second, 
third, and fourth periods, but was 
unable to put much sting in the New- 
ton attack, as several of his passes 
were Intercepted by the Brockton 
backs.

Aldermen Make 

Appropriations 

(Continued from Page 1) 
patently long-winded committee meet- 
ings were in session, decided to call 
it a day at 11:40, when a verbose dis- 
cussion on t he granting of a tilling 
station permit Indicated that the Al- 
dermen might take until well after 
midnight to complete the business be- 
fore the meeting. So. the newspaper 
men tiled out of the nldermanic cham- 
ber while our local solons were still 
arguing. 

The meeting was called to order at 
8 o’clock by President Gordon. About 
35 citizens were present and Aider- 
men Grehenstein and Inches were ab- 
sent. Mr. Gordon announced that be- 
cause a Federal project was to ho 
acted upon at the meeting It would 
he necessary to have a roll call of 
members present. This was a new 
wrinkle. A second roll call was or- 
dered at 8:35, just before the recess 
was taken, because Alderman Grehen- 
stein had arrived subsequent to the 
first roll call. 

The first hearing before the Bonrd 
was on the petition of the Edison and 
telephone companies for a pole loca- 
tion on Adena rd.. West Newton. Ed- 
gar Dunn of 14 Llewellyn rd. ob- 
jected. He said there are now three 
poles on Adena rd. and this number 
is sufficient to servo the houses there. 
Earl Major of 300 Rosalie rd.. Oak 
Hill asked that the name of his end 
of that street he ehnnged to Dud- 
ley circle to prevent delnv in deliv- 
ery of mail. 

James Maher of 30 Pearl st., New- 
ton and owner of property on Adams 
st.. inquired why the proposed im- 
provement of that street is to end at 
Linwood ave. instead of Silver Lake 
ave.. ns previously planned? He was 
informed that some of the abuttors 
affected by the original plan had ob- 
jected because they cannot afford the 
betterment assessments. Michael 
Kenslea of 100 Bridge st. objected to 
a drain being laid in Silver Lake ave.. 
but withdrew his objection when he 
was told that property he owns on 
flint street will not he assessed for 
the betterment. H. W. Cheslev of 
Sagamore rd.. Newton Highlands 
urged that a sewer be laid in that 
street to end a health menace. 

Alderman Holden, reporting for the 
Claims and Rules Committee, rec- 
ommended against granting the peti- 
tion of Reuben Hass to change a house 
at 40 Chestnut ter. from one-family to 
two-family dwelling. He said the house 
is in a single residence zone, the en- 
tire neighborhood objects and the ex- 
terior of the house would he changed. 
The petition was refused. So was the 
claim of James .1. Hennessey for al- 
leged damage to his house at 275 Tre- 
mont st.. Newton. The claim was not 
entered until more than two years af- 
ter the alleged damage from blasting 
occurred, and In the meantime ten- 
ants in the house had stated no dam- 
age had been done. Other claims re- 
jected were those of Marcella Shar- 
kuss and Anthony Gervalis for land 
allegedly taken by the city in recently 
building a sewer along the Charles 
River at Newton Upper Falls. It was 
stated that the claimants’ attorney 
had agreed that no land had been 
taken. 

A large number of appropriations 
were made by the Aldermen.

Investigators’ 
salaries, $108: Street Department, ma- 
terials for ERA project on Cheese 
Cake Brook $2000, on sidewalk con- 
struction. $3000; resurfacing Centre 
st. from Watertown line to Nonant urn 
Square. $7132: resurfacing Water- 
town st. from Watertown line 800 feet 
westerly. $5500; Paul st. drain, $4570; 
Fuller st. drain. $4870; Adams st. ex- 
tension. $4914; completion of Albe- 
marle rd. sewer. $2600; Forest st. 
drain, $1497: Water Department, 
mains in Scarsdale. Gordon, Paulson 
rds. and Stetson way. $2700; Law De- 
partment. Margaret White, claim for 
damage to clothing due to fall on 
sidewalk, $15; Charles E. Hailey, Lake 
ave.. damage to tree by steam 
shovel, $50; Charles Paige, damage 
to house from sewer blasting, $25: 
Mrs. Josephine Estabrook, damage to 
property from sewer overflowing, 
$160.

"Probation After Death" is the 
subject of the Lesson-Sermon which 
will be read in all Churches of 
Christ, Scientist, on Sunday, Octo- 
ber 27. 

The Golden Text is: "Blessed is 
the man that endureth temptation: 
for when he is tried, he shall re- 
ceive the crown of life, which the 
Lord hath promised to them that 
love him” (James 1:12). 

Among the citations which com- 
prise the Lesson-Sermon is the fol- 
lowing from the Bible: "If the 
clouds he full of rain, they empty 
themselves upon the earth: and if 
the tree fall toward the south, or

The Lesson-Sermon also includes 
the following passage from the 
Christian Science* textbook, “Science 
and Health with Key to the Scrip- 
tures,” by Mary Baker Eddy: " ‘In 
the place where the tree falleth, 
there it shall be.’ So we read in 
Ecclesiastes. This text has been 
transformed into the popular prov- 
erb, ‘As the tree falls, so It must 
lie.’ As man falleth asleep, so shall 
he awake. As death findeth mortal 
man, so shall he be after death, until 
probation and growth shall effect 
the needed change" (p. 291).

You are hereby required on or be- 
fore November 15th, 1935, to destroy 
the gypsy and brown-tail moths on 
your property in this City. 

This notification is in accordance 
with Chapter 132, General Laws, Sec- 
tion 18, and the amendments hereto, 
which require cities and towns to de- 
stroy the eggs, caterpillars, pupae and 
nests of tlie gypsy and brown-tail 
moths under heavy penalty for fail- 
ure to comply with the provisions of 
the law. 

If a property owner fails to destroy 
such eggs, pupae and nests, then the 
city or town is required to destroy 
the same, and the cost of the work in 
whole or in part, uccording to the 
value of tlie land, is assessed upon and 
becomes a lien on the land.

Aldermen Grant 
Permit For Gas 
Station at Hlds. 

Reverse Action On Delaney 
Petition 


The Board ot' Aldermen on Monday 
night reversed its decision of a few 
months ago and granted a permit for 
a gasoline filling station at the cor- 
ner of Walnut and Floral sts., New- 
ton Highlands to Mrs. Anna P. De- 
laney. The Licenses Committee of 
the Board was divided on this mat- 
ter. Aldermen Hill and Walker op- 
posed the granting of the permit; 
Aldermen Akins, Colby’, Gordon and 
Guzzi were in favor. Alderman 
Inches was absent when the commit- 
tee took action. 

Alderman Hill said he opposed the 
station on the same grounds he had 
voted against a permit last spring. 
He said conditions have not changed, 
and the same objections exist: tbe 
facts that the locus is on n heavy 
traffic artery, State Route 128, near 
a blind bridge, the street is narrow 
there, a bus terminal is opposite and 
many children pass daily. He said 
that many were sorry for the financial 
condition of tbe petitioner, and he. 
too sympathized, but he did not feel 
justified in voting for the station per- 
mit. 

Alderman Walker said that while 
nil felt keenly for the petitioner, and 
the wishes of abuttors carried influ- 
ence, tbe community in general as 
evidenced by a protest from tbe Men's 
Club bud gone oft record aguinst the 
station, and on sound principles be 
would vote against the permit. Al- 
derman Lyon said the underlying test 
is whether or not there is public need 
for the station, and care should be 
used in granting unnecessary filling 
station permits. He said there is no 
need for this station and be would 
vote against the permit being granted. 
Alderman Colby said that abuttors 
favor the station instead of stores, 
that 70 persons bad signed a petition 
favoring tbe station, and that a few 
weeks ago the Board bad granted per- 
mits authorizing two gasoline stations 
side by side on Centre st. near New- 
ton Corner Square. He suid tbe rea- 
son there are so many gasoline sta- 
tions in Newton Highlands is because 
there are a number of traffic arteries 
in that village. He favored the per- 
mit. 

Alderman Hutchinson, who favored 
the station, and Alderman McKay, 
who opposed it, enguged in a col- 
loquy when tlie former questioned the 
latter in an effort to ascertain his 
attitudo on the matter. On a voice 
vote the Aldermen granted the per- 
mit.
